tions in 1932. is the record-holding 
host to delegates, of the two major 
parties. 
Ten republican and 
four demo­ 
cratic conventions have been held in 
the metropolis of the parties. 
Baltimore, strategic center of the 
early day democracy, holds second 
honors with IO major conventions. 
The democrats met thede nine times 
to name presidential 
candidates, 
and the republicans invaded the 
"enemy’s city” in 1864 re renominate 
Lincoln. 
The 44 conventions of the two big 
parties, 25 democratic and 19 re­ 
publican, have been 
held in 12 
cities 
St. Louis ranks third on the 
list four democratic and one repub­ 
lican meeting. 
Last in 1880 
Cincinnati, which hasn't had a 
national convention since 1880. and 
Philadelphia, which had its last one 
in 1900, are tied for fourth place 
with three each. 
The Quaker City, which made the 
first formal bid for next year’s re­ 
publican gathering, was the scene 
of the first national G. O. P. con­ 
vention in 1856, when John C. Fre­ 
mont of California was nominated 
for president. 
Kansas City and New' York have j 
each entertained two conventions of 
the big parties 
William Jennings 
Bryan was nominated in the Mis­ 
souri city in 
1900. 
and 
Herbert 
Hoover was the G. O. P. selection on 
the first ballot there in 1938. 
Tile democrats nominated Horatio 
Seymour for president in New York 
in 1868. and chose John W. Davis as 
their 
candidate 
in 
the 
famous 
Madison Square Garden convention 
of 1924. The latter was the longest 
convention on record, lasting almost 
three weeks. 
High Ranker* 
Cleveland 
and 
San 
Francisco, 
both ranked among the leading con­ 
tenders for 1932 conventions, have 
had one convention each. 
The 
nomination of Calvin Coolidge took 
place in Cleveland in 
1924 
and 
James M Cox, of Ohio was selected 
by the democrats in San Francisco 
in 1920. 
Other cities which have had one 
major party convention are Minne­ 
apolis. Denver and Houston.

republicans, meeting in the Minne- 
I sots metropolis in 1892. nominated 
Benjamin Harrison for president 
and Whitelaw Reid for vice presi­ 
dent.

In welcoming the announcem ent. Tile Commonweal (New York!, ex­ 
presses the opinion th at the undertaking has a distinct chance to es­ 
tablish itself on a paying basis. 
1 We think so." says this well-known and stim ulating'R om an C ath ­ 
olic weekly, “because we arc of the opinion th a t there are millions In 
Protestant groups in the United totes who are repelled and to a large 
degree alarm ed by the paganism of the predom inant p art of the daily 
press.” 
The Commonweal says it knows from first-hand experience th a t 
American Journalism is not hostile to the churches. Protestant or 
Roman Catholic, or to the Interests of C hristianity in general. It 
charges, however, that for the most p art the press “is in the hands of 
those to whom religion—a t least organized, m ilitant religion—is of no 
personal interest and of little fundam ental im portance." 
B ut the Asheville Citizen doubts th a t the charge could be establish­ 
ed. “In the very nature of things," it says, “the daily newspaper is a 
secular institution. It is supposed to cover the whole range of hum an 
activities and interests—science, politics, economics, religion, educa­ 
tion. and everything else—not in the m anner of a text-book, not with 
the approach of the scientist in his laboratory, or the teacher in his 
classroom, or the preacher in his pulpit, but objectively, suggestively, 
lnformingly, in a general way, keeping In m ind the fact th a t probably 
only a fraction of the paper s readers are interested in any one m atter 
upon which the paper touches daily." 
The friendly Citizen instances the New York Times in point, re­ 
minding us th at this great m etropolitan daily “treats all religious ac­ 
tivities and thought as news, just as it treats all scientific activities 
and thought as news."
